and politically -conscious farm 
organizations can stem the tide 
of monopoly capitalism towards 
economic dictatorship and politi- 
cal fascism", . 

Mr. Millard was introduced by 
A. H. Woods, president of C.C.F. 
association in North York. Try:*: 
meeting was chaired by G. A. 
Crutchor and Mrs. Frank Ram- 
say, Sharon, provided a piano in- 
terlude. 

"There is a great social strug- 
gle going on at present between 
democracy and dictatorship," 
said Mr. Millard. "It has to be 
one or the other. Dictatorship 
and democracy are opposites and 
there is no economic, jtolitidal or 
social middle ground. We must 
organize, not from the top down, 
hut from the bottom, from the 
man in the street, towards the 
top," he said. 

Mr.. Millard said that Canada 
was rushing into .dictatorship in 
the form of the depression which 
he said was bound to- come. "De- 
pression is a form of dictatorship 
because it exercises economic 
control over the people,** he said. 
From The People 

"Democracy . springs from the 
people," said Mr. Millard. "It 
depends upon the participation 
of the people but people have no 
voice and no effective part in 
democracy unless they are organ- 
ized and have, through their col- 
lective economic and political 
organization, received training, 
education and partnerhip in 
democratic processes and institu- 
tions." Mr. Millard, said that 
every modern monopolistic cor- 
poration has a "dictatorship ten- 
dency arid influence on a com- 
munity." 

Mr. Millard said that during 
the war. Canada had found the 
money and found the resources 
to make her the fourth exporting 
nation in the world, even with a 
large part ot its population in the 
orated forces and to enjoy a cer- 
tain prosperity. 

. Now, "Canada must attain a 
more equitable distribution of 

its national wealth and without 
delay if Canadians are to avert 
another demoralising depres- 
son " he declared. Low wages 
are robbing the Canadian people 
of the power to purchase and 
the result will be another depres- 
sion, lie said. 

Is it a democracy where 17 
percent of the population receive 
44 percent of the national 
wealth? he asked. When there is 
such a inequitable distribution of 
the wealth of the country, those 
not receiving an adequate . in- 
come cannot afford to purchase 
goods to keep other employed, 
he stated; 

Mr. Millard said that the hanks 
and insurance companies owned 
only $277 millions worth of vie 
lory bonds from actual loan pur- 
chases but now they own over 
$3 billions worth, "about 75 per- 
cent of the national debt," in 
bonds cashed by public. 
. Repeating his assertion that 
there must be organization in the 
interests, of democracy, ho said 
that the unions cannot remain 
non-partisan. "They can't say 
nothing ami just drift — they must 
choose between democracy and 
dictatorship through their politi- 
cal support/* he declared.

When I was about eight years 
old, several cases of small pox 
developed in the town in which 
we were living and an old 
school house became an isolation 
hospital, so for many years I 
associated isolation and disease 
with a touch of wild bush coun- 
try thrown in to give it a sort of 
emphasis. 

My father used to take mother 
and I for long drives through 
Montague township in Lanark 
county and at that time much of 
the township was bush land with 
the farms widely separated and 
with an air of alertness as if they 
stood ready to meet the threat of 
the bush returning to overwhelm 
them. 1 can hear my father say, 
"These people must be almost 
completely isolated in winter". 

And so, for many a moon isol- 
ation spoke to me in those two 
tones of disease and loneliness. 
War And Isolationism 

Then came the two great wars 
and we heard more of isolation 
and isolationists than we had 
ever dreamed of—heard them 
defended and attacked in relation 
to a great nation: saw them grad- 
ually losing out fn the sweep of 
public opinion, seeing a great 
nation realize that it's as true of 
nations as of men that none can 
live to themselves alone. 
Isolation By Snow 

But just now. many in Europe 
and in our North American 
continent are learning at first 
hand that ttiere came, in spite of 
radio and air travel, which are 
daily drawing the world into 
smaller compass, a form of isol- 
ation that is almost as impreg- 
nable as the great wall of China. 

Today is Friday and since 
.Mondif.v no car has passed our 
way, no mail man has dropped 
letters in our boxes, but Frances 



share the food we put out daily 
while the cats, from the window, 
tell them in no uncertain terms 
what they think of them, but as 
the cats are inside and the birds 
outside, you couldn't say that 
much damage results. The cats* 
language is something to be writ- 
ten in asterisks but the blue jays 
answer in kind and balance is 
kept. But life and death, sor- 
row ad sickness go on, whether 
roads are blocked or open ami it 
is hard on doctors and patients, 
on those who care for those 
whose passage through the valley 
of the shadow comes at this time.

Some people were hard 
put to it to find their hen houses 
and many with baby chicks fear- 
ed a power shortage. But often

"I am afraid that the pavement 
is really going to start to de- 
teriorate soon.

While the 
details are secret, it is said that Mr. Corrigon's 
invention will overcome the hazard of loosened 
bolts from vibration.

If Benny isn't on hand for meals, 
someone else eats his dessert; or 
perhaps, he doesn't share in the 
box of sweets passed after that 
meal. If Benny gets dressed 
right away, he may go shopping 
with mother. If Benny is ready 
for bed when the clock says the 
time, there will be time for a 
story. If Benny does this now, 
there will be time to see a train, 
look at some toys, buy an ice- 
cream cone, go for a walk, play 
a game, do some painting — or 
whatever his little heart desires.
